Because of liability to supply heat J 
through the City Heat hot water sys­ 
tem e*tablishcd a few years ago, the 
La Crosse Gas & Electric company is 
furnishing patrons with coal, and also 
operating furnaces with 
their 
own 
men 
during the 
present cold 
spell. 
Th e below zero weather has put a 
crimp in the efforts of the heating end 
of the company to heat houses and j 
maintain a living temperature. 
At several Tes’dences near the east­ 
ern section of the city, a man in the 
employe of the company, visits 
the 


houses twice a day and builds the fire. 
Th e company furnishes the fuel and 
the employe keeps the tires 
going. 
With the two systems the houses are 
kept comfortably warmed. 
In the down town district a simi­ 
lar complaint has been made. 
Fires 
were kept in grates, the company pay­ 
ing for the fuel. 
W ith the heat turn­ 
ed on full, the rooms are not warmed 
sufficiently to 
allow 
employes 
to 
work. 


In the majority of ca'-cs, coal fur­ 
nished by the Cargill Coal company, 
is given the patrons of the La Crosse 
Gas & Electric heating department. 
In some buildings w o o d 'is furnished 
by the Cargill company. 
The cause of the failure 
of 
the 
plant to heat is ascribed to the large 
number of patrons, compared 
with 
the limited facil ties of the company. 
The exhaust steam of the 
electric 
light plant is caught and 
conveyed 
through the pipes to furnish the heat. 
T h e patrons of the heating system 
so greatly overtax the facilities that 
a drop in temperature raises havoc.
